us large recommendatory Letters to divers Lords of the 
Privy Council, whd carried us to the King, who re- 
ceived us very gracioufly, and herewpon there was a 
Gompany incorporated, who feric us with two Eng'ifo 
Veffels upon che Difcoveries aforefiid. We faithfully

Charles chefechidd, and the Duke 
of Tork who Was'then Governont 6F te hid C yinpa- 
ay, who both directed: 1 fhould Be: made a Free Deni- 
fon of England, and than the.Compaay thould largely 
reward me, if I did. perform my Promife, and reito, e 
the iaid Fa@ory, periuant to my Engagement.  Befoxe 
T went, they fettled on me two Actions ( for my Lite ) 
in the Companies Joint-ftock, and 50%. pér Ann. ‘{ubtife 
ance Money, with many large Piomites of finture Gru: 
tuities and Rewards afrer I fhould: have reftored the 
faid Fadtory. 1 then went immediately with the taid 
Companies Ships, ahd delivered thé tafd Factory to a 
Governoar, whom the faid Company "had appoiated ta 
receive the faine, and within fix- Months I brought all 
the French which I left, io Pofefion of the faid Faciory 
to the Company at London, together, with Goods to the 
Value of 70004. (and 16 muct: the Company fold chem 
for) of which a fotirth part was my own.
